Lee Worked 
it Both Ways. 


Within 10 days of the assembling of the 
legisiature, when his protestations against 
the lobby which he proposed to throttle 
had received widespread circulation, he 
wrote to Phelps that if he wanted to be- 
Gome the legislative agent of the Baking 
Powder Trust all he had to do was say 
the word. 

At the same tinte he wanted Phelps to 
he thought was even richer than baking 
powder money. Simultaneously he was in 
communication with Kelley, telling the lat- 
ter how he proposed to take the money of 
the alum baking powder manufacturers and 
then give them the worst of it. 

Kelley says there is considerable ‘‘fuss 
and feathers’ to Missouri politics, but that 
the average politician of the state is 
shrewd to an unusual degree.

RUMORS OF COMING FAILURES 
CAUSE SHARP BREAKS

NEW YORK, July 24.—The opening this 
morning was active and generally lower. 
There were early evidences of weakness, 
but after the first few trades the general 
list advanced beyond the opening. Lon- 
don was irregular, but averaged lower and 
had about 20,000 selling ordere here. The 
unsettled condition in the Orient is given 
as the cause of the weakness there, rath- 
er than on account of anything the 
situation here. 

Brooklyn was the most savagely attack- 
ed on the opening. The first sale was at 
45%,.a decline of % from yesterday, and 
from that price the drop was by large 
fractions to 43% and then the quotation 
went up a point as suddenly as it had 
dropped. There was no apparent reason for 
the decline except the possibility of ex- 
hausted margins. 

Most of the selling yesterday is attrib- 
uted to liquidation by parties WHO are un- 
able to put up more margins. Those best 
informed say that a good proportion of the 
sales. for.the past week have been long 
stock, which the holders have either tired 
of carrying or have had to sell because of 
inability to margin further. 

Hiarris-Gates were the heaviest 
ual sellers yesterday, some saying 
their sales would aggregate nearly 
shares.

Constable Fares Better in Domestic, 
Melee Than in aBttle With 
Ryan. 


CROCKERY PRINCIPAL WEAPON 


Smashing of Dishes and Criesgof Con- 
testants Aroused Neighbors, But 
None Interferred. 


John J. McGilllcuddy, more widely known 
as ‘““Cuddy Mack,” saloon keeper, consta- 
ble and participant in many battles, fistic 
and otherwise, fought with his wife, Mar- 
garet, about 10 o’clock Thursday night in 
their flat on the second floor of 2824 Mor- 
gan street. 

Cups, saucers and vases, in addition to 
fists, were used in the encounter. Mra. 
McGillicuddy was severely tnjured, while 
her nusband was cut twice in the neck 
and covered with blood, though not serl- 
cusly hurt. 

There were no eye-witnesses to the fight. 
From statements made by the McGillicud- 
dys to police, physicians and neighbors, it 
appears that the fight started soo nafter 
“Cuddy Mack’’ reached home Thursday 
night. 

“Cuddy Mack” made the statement after 
the fight that she had started the fight 
and that he was compelled to “‘knock her 
down three times.” 

His. principal injury was a gash about 
three inches long on the right side of his 
neck. This wus apparentiy made by the 
edge of a vroken cup or vase, 

Another cut on the back of the neck was 
also made, apparently by some rough- 
edged instrument. There were also a few 
slight bruises on his face. 

Mrs. McGillicuddy was fearfully beaten. 
according to the atatements of those who 
saw her. There were two wounds on the 
top of her head. 

Ller face was covered with contusions and 
terribiv swollen. 

Both lips were swollen, lacerated and 
discolored, as if they had been jfammed 
against her teeth by a powerful blow in 
the mouth. Her eyes were almost closed, 

As usual in fights In which Constable 
‘Cuddyr” is engaged there were no arrests. 
Policeman Albert Kuehner of the Dayton 
strtte station, who made the official re- 
port of the disturbance to Capt. Gaffney, 


explains his failure to make arrests on ihe 
ground that the ‘parties refused to pros- 
ecute each other.’’ 

None of the men in the neighborhood 
cared to tackle the job of stopping the 
fight. 

hey found Kuehner. and the police- 
man, who knows “Cuddy Mack,” entered 
the flat and induced the constable to step 
outside with him. 

He took the belligerent husband to the 
office of Dr. Albert Beisbarth, 2811 Wash 
street. 

Mrs. McGillicuddy was assisted by the 
family veg, Seve to their flat. 

After Dr. Beisbarth had dressed McGilli- 
cuddy’s injuries, he hurried over to attend 
Mra. McGillicuddy. 

Meanwhile “Cuddy Mack" waited in the 
doctor's office to. learn the result of his 
wife's injuries. 

When Dr. Beisbarth returned and 
him, he started back home. 

Neighbors saw him coming and grew 
frightened. They feared more trouble. 

hey hurried over to Leffingwell and 
Waeh street. where the night squad of 
police was marching out, and asked for 
more policemen.

Fr. Duchon Advised Musician to 
Leave His Parish and the 


City, 
REMOVAL OF PASTOR IS ASKED 


Trustees of Slavonio. Church Recalling 
Previous.Difficulty Wish Bish- 
op to Act. 


Fresh trouble has arisen in Holy Trinity 
(Slavonic) parish, in South St. Louis. 

This tame the trouble is the outgrowth 
of a bitter quarrel between Father M.,io 
Duchon, priest of the parish, and Julius 
Von Uhurkowicz, organist.of the church ai 
Twelfth street and Park avenue, music 
teacher for many of the members of the 
parish, and instructor for the parish brass 
band. 

The trouble reached an acute stage when 
Mrs. Uhurkovics, buxom wife of the or- 
Sanist, slapped the priest's face during a 
call which he made at her Mefhe, 1727 South 
Eleventh street, Thursday morning, in the 
absence of her husband. 

Fr. Duchon retreated amid the derisive 
cries of children who witnessed his exit 
from the house. 

Friday morning the board of trustees 
announced that they would visit Bishop 
Glennon Saturday and relate the facts asa 
they knew them. . 

Father Duchon makes no counter threats. 
He simply says that he has acted as he 
thought was best in all mratters. He ad- 
mits that he wrote a note to Uhurkowicz 
advising him to leave St. Louis at once, 
as there was trouble awaiting him, and 
closing the note with the suggestion that 
he leave his wife behind to sell the fur- 
niture, after which she could join him. 

“But I only aid that to protect the or- 
ganist,"" says Father Duckon. ‘Violent 
threats had been made against him, and 
Thursday morning, after mass, I heard 
people declare that they wanted to kill 
him. While we are not friends, I did what 
I thought would help him.” 

Father Duchon admits that after he had 
written the note, and while Uhurkovicz 
was away, he called at the Uhurkovicsz 
home and advised the wife to urge her 
husband to follow the advice given in the 
note, and that the wife slapped him and 
drove him from the house. 

Mrs. Uhurkovicz said Friday morning 
that she slapped Father Duchon because 
his suggestion offended her. 

“He came to the house Thursday morn- 
ing, soon after my husband had received 
the note and had gone out to consult some 
of his friends as to what to do aboutit. He 
repeated to me practically what he told my 
husband in the note.” . 

“I toid him that my husband had not 
done anything wrong, and that neither he 
nor anybody else could drive us out of St. 
Louls if we didn't want to go. Then he 
repeated some of the charges made against 
my husband, and I slapped him in the 
mouth. I slapped him as hard as I could, 


and he turned and ran. I called him names 
and told him to never come near me again, 
or I would du worse than that to him. 

“I did not make threats agafnset Uhurk- 
ovicz"’ said Fr. Duchon at the parochial 
residence Friday morning. I merely _ told 
him of the threats that had been madé by 
others, and did what I thought was an act 
of friendship to him.”

William P. Osbourn of St. Leuls Friday 
morning placed in the hands of an attor 
ney papers on which he intends showtg§y 
he is the rightful owner of thé long-lost 
treasure of the Starke family of Virginia, 
amounting to more than $250,000, the find- 
ing of which on Warsaw Island of 
the coast of Georgia was told in press dis- 
patches from Savannah Thursday. 
Supplemental dispatches to the Post-Dis- 
patch today st@te that W. W. Haslip, a 
junk dealer of Philadelphia, left Savannal. 
Thursday night with the treasure. Mr. 
Haslip had been searching for the treasure 
for two weeks. He told on his arrival in 
Savannah that he had secured maps show- 
ing the location from Amos Berrien, an 
ex-Confederate sailor, who had been in his 
employ for many years. 

Just before his death, four weeks aga, 
Berrien gave him a map and told him & 
showed the location of the treasure on 
Warsaw Island, where a boat crew, of 
which he was a member, had buried it at 
the request of the Starke family in 186%, 
after they escaped from Baltimore. Bet- 
rien became a prisoner of war soon after- 
ward, and while in prison secured a plec® 
of goatskin from a guard, on which he 
made the map. 


Osbourn Was 

Born in St. Louis. 

Osbourn is a son of Elvira Ann Starke 
and William O. Osbourn, who were married 
in Cincinnat! or Zanesville, in the early 
forties, and moved to St. Louls tn 1847. 
Osbourn was born in this city in 1863. 
His voarents were at that time ee 
a millinery store at 110 North Fou 
Street, and lived where the Bquitable 
building now stands. In 188 they went 
East, and during the war lived in Balti- 
more. 

lt is through his miother, 
in Fredericksiown, and who came of the 
famous Starke family of Virginia, that Mr. 
Osbourn hopes to establish his heirship to 
the esta.e. Su far as te knows, there le 
but one other heir, his niece, Jeuiuie 
Travers of Chicago, whose address Mr. 
Osbourn has forgotten a daughter of his 
sister, Jane Elvira Osbourn Travers. 

Mr. QUsbourn's father died at Eighth 
street and Washington avenue in 1877. His 
mother died at his home in St. Louis in 
188;, and his sister, Mrs. Travers, died in 
188s. . 

As to the more distant relatives, Mr. Og- 
bourn has not positive knowledge, but 
friends of the family who hoped to be 
benefitted by the recovery of the lost for- 
tune, have told him that they were all 
dead. 

As to the detalls of the disappearance of 
ths fortune, Mr. Osbourn and his family 
were never confident as to the particu.ars. 
Three theories were advanced, one of 
which has never been accepted by anyone 
except his mother. 

Fortune Never 

Worried Him. 

Mr. Usvourn has never spent time oF 
money seeking to regain the fortune, but 
his mother ‘kept up her efforta until she 
was paralyzed shortly before her death. 

The information as to the finding of the 
Starke fortune which recalled the matter 
to the attention of Mr. bourn did not 
state the amount of tne long-ost treasure, 
nor did it give the aggregate of the find, 
but if it is the fortune that Mr. Osbourn 
is seeking it amounts to $266,000 In age 
ment bonds and $46,660 tn gold coina, 
whatever family plate may have been care 
ried off.

The cakes are made of bean 
meal. Beans much like our kidney beans 
are dried and ground into meal. This is 
mixed with water, lots of spices put in 
to give the cakes a relish, and then the 
dried cakes can be kept a long time and 
are alwavs good. 


Bird’s Nest Soup 


a Warm Favorite. 

“Birds’ nests’’ are another native pro- 
duct which the Chinese enjoys especially. 
A “Bird's nest"’ ie the dried meat of a 
species of sea fish. The substance of the 
fish is gelatinous, and this is dried so it 
can be kept. When it is prepared for eat- 
ing. the dried substance is boi.ed in water 
and a soup made of it. 

liam cured by Cninese methods fills sev- 
eral boxes. The ‘“‘porkers’’ that are raised 
in China and from which these hams came 
are different from the fat hogs of the 
Missouri: farmer. The Chinese sous are 
invariably small, generally weiging 5 
pounds. Larger hogs are little desired, and 
are not considered good eating.

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STONE AND KELLEY. 

Wednesday's batch of information from Kelley’s lobby 
Was unusually rich in nuggets of special «interest. Senator 
Stone was the subject of several interesting and informing 
remarks by both Lee and Kelley. Among others were the fol- 
lowing : 

Lee recommended Stone to Kelley as a good man to make 
® speech before the criminal jurisprudence committee of the 
Senate; acting upon the suggestion Kelley employed Stone and 
supplied the data for his argument. 

Stone was responsible for the sham Missouri Health Society. 
which was organized against the advice of Kelley, who thought 
that it would be sufficient if Stone represented himself as the 
attorney of the National Health Society, which was’ incor- 
perated in New York. It will be recalled that Stone gave 
the appearance of life and vigor to this incorporeal and 
shadowy society by asserting that “it was” composed of many 
good men and women in various parts of Missouri.” 

Kelley paid Stone $1700 for his services. 

Under date of March 29, 1902, Lee wrote Kelley: “stone ia 
working for Orchard, Farris and Morton and they are going 
to help him. I wanted to see them defeated. If they are 
defeated it will save me embarrassment in placing them in 
committees.” 

Orchard, Farris and Morton were notorious as the leaders 
o1 the lobby forces in the Senate. Orchard, as chairman of 
the Senate Jurisprudence Committee, had prevented the re- 
peal of the Baking Powder Trust’s law, and at this time the 
defeat of all three of these men was demanded by all the 
respectable newspapers of the state.

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DEFORESTATION AND WAR. 


Too much importance caunot be attached to the preserving 
of American forests, and Secretary Hitchcock should have the 
aid and co-operation of all patricts in his attempts to pro- 
tect and intelligently cultivate the trees. In a vague way 
the majority of Americans realize the dangers that come from 
deforestation. That sterility of the soil which it has brought 
upon Spain and other old world countries stands as an object 
lesson of the remote evils that result from a heedless destruc- 
tion of timber. 

But there is a more imminent peril from this cause that 
few seem to comprehend. It is of the utmost importance that 
a ufficiency of timber be provided in the vicinity of <he 
White House. Trees are the safety valve for the pent-up 
energies of Mr. Roosevelt. The exceptional vigor which, if 
given no outlet in tree chopping, might find vent in war. is a 
constant menace to international peace, unless trees are pro- 
vided. War with Russia has just been averted by such means. 
It took 23 trees to do it, but such havoc is justified when it 
is refiected that it spared the nation all the horrors and 
expenses of a conflict. Secretary Hitchcock's insistence on im- 
mediate legislation providing for the cultivation of forests 
is now explained. The supply in Oyster Bay should be im 
mediately replenished, or some fine day when Colombia or 
Germany has aggravated the President and he finds no mor 
trees to slaughter he may shoulder his ax and invade the 
offending country.

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SUPREME COURT ON CONTEMPT. 


The reasoning of the supreme court in explaining and de- 
fending the punishment of the two editors for contempt seems 
extraordinary. The written opinion has not appeared, but of 
_course Judge Marshall’s judgment, announced orally, no doubt 


| contains the essential points. 
Judge Marshal] says that “the court’s power to punish for 


and that the legislature has no right to take it away or 
limit it.” 

Has not the legislature power to define contempt? In pur- 
suing the power to punish contempts granted by the Con- 
stitution has the court the sole power to define the offense? 
That seems to be the logic. 

If this is followed to its conclusion the -court is 
sponsible, save to the people acting politically, and there is 
no way provided by law to protect a person against whom 
an accusation of contempt is brought. The court can make 
any act a contempt and fix the punishment. Criticism in the 
courtroom or elsewhere, while a case is pending, or there- 
after, in short, at any time or anywhere, becomes a contenipt 
when the court chooses to so define it. 

Needless to say that such a power may become dangerous 
Members of the court will, of course, as a rule, vse it tam- 
perately, not transgressing justice or violating the constitu- 
tional rights of free speech and a free press. But if the 
power is there the temptation to exercise it, always latent, 
may be quickened by political passion, vanity or personal 
resentment. 

The Post-Dispatch does not approve of intemperate, unthink- 
ing censure. Much less does it countenance mere abuse, but 
we protest against the possibility of confusing reasonable 


irre- 


criticism with senseless invective. 

Moreover, libel of persons is not contempt of court, and 
judges have their remedy like other citizens if they are 
wronged. 

The courts are no more exempt from criticism than legis- 
latures and executives. That, at least, is the spirit of Ameri- 
can politica] institutions, and it is not conceivable that the 
American people will ever be induced to grant immunity to any 


branch of the government.
